Grady Clay lands in Boston 


He has been described as “part sociologist, part 
anthropologist, and part psychoanalyst.” For 20 
years he was the editor of Landscape Architecture 
magazine. He served as president of the 
American Society of Planning Officials (now the 
American Planning Association). He chaired 
the national jury that chose Maya Lin’s design 
for the Vietnam Veterans Memorial. He is the 
author of Close-Up: How to Read the American 
City and, a decade later, Right Before Your Eyes: 
Penetrating the Urban Environment. 


Today at 71 Grady Clay continues to explore, 
write and talk about America’s urban environ- 
ment from his aerie in Louisville. Although 
often assumed to be a design professional, Clay 
notes that “I am not now nor have I ever been a 
planner or landscape architect or geographer. | 
am a journalist with a journalist's interest in the 
setting of events and the rationale for them.” 


Clay inaugurates the new BSA/Boston Public 
Library (BPL) lecture series this month. 
“Exploring Design,” the BSA/BPL lecture series 
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on architecture and community design, is now 
in its 20th year and moves this year to the BPL 
from its original home at the Boston Architec- 
tural Center. Clay brings his practical wisdom 
and visionary delight in cities to the BSA series 
on September 15. The presentation begins at 
6:00 pm in the BPL’s Raab Auditorium in 
Copley Square.

Construction Reform 
In other public-policy news, the Construction 
Reform Bill now being considered by the State 
Legislature is facing powerful opposition; we do not 
expect it to move forward quickly. However, our 
Legislative Affairs Committee members have been 
meeting with the Inspector General’s staff to 
encourage modification of the language of the bill 
that might improve the process of public design. 
Three other bills of significance to our profession — 
limiting frivolous law suits, reforming the State 
Building Code, and addressing “retainage” issues — 
are also wending their way through the Legislature. 


At our monthly breakfast meetings at the BSA, the 
Committee continues to address the imminent filing 
of the interior design practice act, an historic 
preservation bill, a merit construction bill, and 
initiatives on green design and livable communities. 
All of these need much more attention than the 
Committee alone can give them — join us at our 
monthly meetings and help shape the practice of 
architecture in Massachusetts. We meet on the 
second Tuesday of every month at 8:30 am at the 
BSA. This month we convene on September 14.

City Hall Plaza panel 
urges action now 


In the Spring of 1998, Boston mayor Tom Menino 
appointed a special advisory panel of four citizens to 
try once again to break the log-jam over the re- 
design of City Hall Plaza. In May of this year, the 
Advisory Panel presented its recommendations to the 
Mayor in a brisk, straightforward, five-page letter/ 
report. 


Among the specific recommendations made by the 
Panel: 

© “Do something now.” 

© “Retain the hard surface of the Plaza so it can 
remain a gathering place for large crowds and 
‘ceremonial’ events.” 

© “Do not expect to solve the Plaza’s problems 
with ‘green space’ or the proposed Winter 
Garden... We have heard no evidence that a “Winter 
Garden’ will bring vitality to the Plaza... . Trees 
present an impediment to large gatherings... With 
the promise of new parkland in place of the Central 
Artery, we see no need for a green park on City Hall 
Plaza.” 

© “Turn over programming of the Plaza to the 
Parks Department. Provide extra funding to this 
department so it can [fill] the plaza with activity... 
bring back the cart vendors to the Plaza year-round.” 
© “Rebuild Hanover Street now. [It] will establish 
a framework for future construction on the Plaza...It 
will also serve as an organizing principle for vendors 
and their carts and for [a] farmer's market.” 

© “Introduce the Washington Street corridor 
inside City Hall and open doors on both the north 
and south sides. Open up the blank brick wall along 
Congress Street with windows and doorways...” 

© “Reconsider the number of parking garage 
entrances along Congress Street. The five parking 
garage entrances that already exist on Congress Street 
are antagonistic to the quality of the pedestrian 
experience.” 

© “Appoint a citizens group to work with the 
MBTA to create a T station that will serve the city’s 
transportation needs, create an appropriate edge 
along Cambridge Street, and help define the 
pathway along Cornhill Terrace.” 

© “The City of Boston and the federal 
government must contribute more financially to this 
project.” 


The Panel summarized those points as the “easy 
part”. A considerably greater difficulty, according to 
the Panel, will be solving the problem of the Plaza’s 
edges. And figuring out what to do to make the JFK 
building a good neighbor instead of the unappealing 
and isolated urban fortress it now is. (“The JFK 
building as it now stands is not a fitting memorial to 
John FE. Kennedy,” noted the Panel.) 


The report also specifically endorses the notion of a 
privately developed hotel as “one solution to the 
thorny problem of imposing a north edge on City 
Hall Plaza and helping add life.” The report argued, 
however, that a simpler alternative may be for the 
federal government to invest substantially in the 
redesign and resuscitation of the public areas of the 
JFK building. 


The Panel included Ralph Cooper of the Veterans 
Benefits Clearinghouse, Conservation Law 
Foundation director Doug Foy, Boston architect Bill 
Rawn FAIA and Beacon Hill Times editor Karen 
Cord Taylor.

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Architects shaping 
envelope testing standards 


The BSA Building Envelope Committee chaired by 
Richard Keleher AIA has been invited to submit 
proposed changes to ASTM E 283, the standard air- 
leakage test used for exterior cladding, windows and 
doors. The proposed changes address the issues 
raised by Keleher in an article titled “Constructive 
Advice” in a 1998 issue of ArchitectureBoston. 


That article underscored the concerns of architects 
and other industry professionals that the existing test 
methodology does not address the way in which 
windows and curtain walls are usually installed in 
the field, that is, in a cavity wall or rainscreen wall in 
which there is an air-barrier behind the weather 
barrier. Since that article appeared, the Committee 
has met twice with representatives of the ASTM 
committee charged with the review and renewal ., 
of this standard every five years. Stay tuned. * 


Architects address 
homelessness 


On May 26, the BSA Task Force to End 
Homelessness joined other social-action organizations 
in Boston for the 10th Annual Memorial Service for 
Homeless People. This event, held just before 
Memorial Day, is an interfaith service intended to 
remember those without homes in Boston who have 
died and to commit ourselves and our community to 
stem the tide of homelessness. 


This year the sponsors also distributed a plea for 
action to Governor Cellucci to make the elimination 
of homelessness a top priority, to require better after- 
care planning for all state agencies that work with at- 
risk individuals, to end discrimination against home 
less individuals, to increase funding for rental- 
assistance programs and to otherwise join more 
substantively in the effort to eliminate homelessness 
in Massachusetts. 


This event is among the scores of activities the Task 
Force to End Homelessness sponsors every year as its 
members — architects, engineers, contractors, and a 
broad range of other citizens — work with facilities 
that serve the homeless throughout the Boston area.

B141 has been strengthened by a recent 


court decision. The US Court of Appeals for 
the Fourth Circuit ruled in June that the statute of 
limitations period on construction projects begins 
with the date of substantial completion as stated in 
AIA Document B141 and not later as provided 
under state law. This issue has been a point of 
confusion for decades and this court ruling may 
stand as a strong precedent underscoring the validity 
of B141 provisions regarding “the date of accrual.”
